tremendous Batteries were immediately raifed, 
from whence the Cannons and Mortars play’d 
in fo terrible a Manner, that the Caftle and 
other ftrong Edifices were foon demolifhed. 
The Enemy, who had hung up French Colours, 
made a moft defperate Refiftance ; however,

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* General Ginckle was afterwards made Ear 
of Athlone for this Action, which was of the 
-greateft Confequence: Having Jeft a fufficient, 
Garrifon in Athlone, and given Orders for the , 
xepairing of the Fortifications, he marched | 
after the Enemy to 4ghrim, who had ftrongly 
_ fortified themfelves behind narrow Pafles, Bogs, 
~ and Marfhes. “On Sunday, the rath of “ful, 
General' Ginckle attacked them.. On his ad- 
vancing, $f. Ruth, Commander of the French 
and Jri/h, vainly boafted that’ he had got the 
Englifh Forces in his Power, and would drive 
them back to the Gates of Dublin. That he 
could have done’ fo, is much to be doubted ; 
he had fcarce uttered the Words, when he was 
killed: by a Cannon-Ball; and ‘not having 
communicated his Scheme to any Body, his 
Army fell into Confufion, which, Joined to the 
Treachery of fome Officers in Command, who 
betraying a’ Pafs, let the Engli/b get in be- 
hind the Bog. However, after a very hot 
Charge, the French ‘and Jrifh were forced to 
yetreat precipitately fram the Field of Battle, 
and were purfued three Miles by the Engli/b 
Horfe and Dragoons;

Limerick -being the only Place of Strength

But his Actu- 
fer, Dumont, producing fome Papers, he could 
no longer periift in a Denial, and confeffed the 
Whole, for which he received Sentence of 
Death; as in Cafes of High-Treafon, for con- 
fpiring againft the Life of a crowned Head.

In the Year 1692, whilft the King of Eng- 


. Mand was warring .on the Continent for the 


Good of Europe, the. French King had project- 
“ed the invading of his Kingdom. To facilitate, 
as he imagined, the Landing of an Army from 
Normandy or Brittany, (in Hopes, of dipding 


a 
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the Englifh unprepared) he ordered to Sea as 
early as poffible the whole Strength of his Na- 
val Force. ' 

The Engli/fb were however readier than he 
had imagined ; Admiral Rujé/ having got the 
greateft Part of the Exgli/h Royal Navy out of 
the Ports, ftood Weftward in fearch of the 
French; he got Sight of them about fix Leagues 
from Cape Barfleur, on the roth of May, 
1692. 

Tirville, the French Admiral, not judging 
the Engli/h Fleet to be fo itrong as it really 
was, by a Mifinformation he had received, 
bore brifkly down, having the Weather Gage - 
at South-Weff, and about Eleven o’ Clock in 
the Morning engaged the Red Squadron, 

The two Fleets bearing in, and engaging 
in all Parts by Degrees, an. ob{tinate and: 
bloody Fight enfued. The French, about 
Three in the Afternoon, being extremely fhat- 
tered, and ‘having fuch a Number of Men 
flain, that the Blood run in fo great a 
Quantity out of the Scoupers, that the Sea 
was tinged with it, they were under a Necef- 
fity of running away for want of Combatants, 
They were in a difmal Situation, towed,. 
and made all the Sail they could to ftand to 
their own Coaft. ’ 

The Englifs blue Squadron purfuing clofe, 
forced them’ to a fecond kngagement, which 
lafted till Ten at Night. ‘he French for the 
moft Part made a retreating Fight, fo that a 
great and -compleat Victory.was gained over 
Maier, Pit oe _ them ;

To crown’ the Succefs of that glorious Day 
to the Britifh Navy, Vice-Admiral Delaval hav-

Rear-Admiral Carter, who itfeems 
the French vainly hoped would revolt, and go 
over to.them with his-Squadron, loft his Leg 
by a Cannon Shot, of which Difafter he died.

defeated a-new. It was in this Year, that a- 
fham Plot, by one Young, was attributed to the:

Notwithftanding this Difappointment, the 
Britifh Spirit did not droop ; 4 Squadron, at- 
tended by feyeral Bomb-Ketches, drew up. 
before Dieppe. The latter, fupported by fome 
_ light Frigates, wn gled themtelves into the 

Bay, and demolithed the greateft Part of the 
Town, having blown up their Magazine; the. 
Fire continued burning for three Days.

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The entire Squadron proceeded next to 
Havre de Grace, and found the Alarm of their 
coming had reached along the Coaft, the 
Shore being covered with numerous Bands of © 
Militia, and others. The Squadron was, » 
notwithftanding the Enemy’s Fire, fteered as 
near as practicable to the Shore, and threw in 
‘that Night 250 Bombs, which caufed fo great 
a Conflagration, that about a third Part of the 
Town was deftroyed. , 

The Admirals foon after bombarded Sr. 
Malo’s and Calais. They fpread fuch a Ter- 

*» ror all along the French Shore, that the Na- 
tives were Day and Night under Arms. The 
_King having difpofed every Thing in Flanders 
for beginning the next Campaing early, return~ 

ed to England, to the univerfal Satisfaction of the 
Britifb Nation... The Bank of England was 

_ erected in that Year, 1694. 

* - But the Joy for his Majefty’s Returh, as 
well as for the late Succeffes againft the French 
Coaft, was damped by the. Queen’s falling 
fick on the 22d of December, 1694. Her Ill- 
nefs proved to be the Small-pox, of which fhe 

‘expired at the Palace of Ken/ington, on the 

‘28th of the fame Month, in the 33d Year of 
her Age. The Nation in general, and the 
King in particular, was greatly affii¢ted for the 
Lofs of fo excellent a Princefs. bs 

, After her Corps had Jain in State at White~ 
hall, in all the funeral Pomp fuitable to the 
fad Occafion, fhe was interred among her 
Royal Anceftors in King Henry the VIIth’s 
A... Sith Chapel, —

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Chapel, in theSouth End of We/tminfler- Abbey. 
Upon this Occafion, a ftately Maufoleum was 
erected in the Abbey; and what was very re- 
markable, a Robin Red- Breaf conftantly fang 
thereon for many Weeks after, to the Admi- 
ration of Crowds, who faw and heard its La- 
mentation. About a Month before the Death 
of her Majefty, the Church of England was 
left in an almoft widowed State, by the De- 
ceafe of the great Doétor Tillot/on. 

In the Year 1695, the King being pretty 
well recovered from his immoderate Grief for | 
the Lofs of his Queen, befieged the ftrong 
Town of Namure, which the Enemy had 
taken, 1692, in Spite of all the vigorous At- 
tempts to fave it. ‘The Attacks, under the 
King’s Infpeétion, were carried on with fo

The Hanoverian Family (though hitherto 
inObfcurity) began to be mentioned as of fome 
Confequence in the Courts of Princes, appeart, 
ing to be the next in Succeflion to the Briti/h 
Throne, after the Royal Family ; it being en- 
aéted, as the Bafis of our Conftitution, that.

The King having met the new Parliament 
this Year, made them (as ufual) a very gra- 
cious Speech, recommending to them, to de- 
liberate upon whatever fhould appear moft 
conducive to the general Welfare of the Na- 
tion..
